THE TEST! 

“Beauty Contests” have become quite popular, but 
solely for commercial reasons. 

These contests never decide anything because the best 
young women do not respond to the call to be photographed 
in a bathing suit, and to have their pictures appear in the 
papers with most of their anatomy exposed. We have been 
told that the winner of the National Beauty Contest two 
years ago was a Catholic girl; that the winner of the recent 

. Beauty Contest in Chicago was a Catholic girl. There is no 
doubt that our Catholic young women possess as much 
physical beauty as others, but we seriously doubt whether 
they patronize the contests in the same proportions as non- 
Catholics do. 

It has often been said, and very truly, that beauty is. 
only skin deep; and nothing is more certain than that char- 
acter is not always associated with it. The most beautiful 
young lady often belongs to the poorest family, and if 
she had her hair and face treated according to the most 
modern methods of beautification and were dressed in rich 
clothing, she would be the most attractive of all, because of 
the simplicity and modesty of her bearing. 

Those who try to make themselves beautiful by artificial 
means and by carrying out to extremes the modern ways of 
dressing, often make themselves ridiculous, and more often 
than not their heads contain very little brains. They usual- 
ly make the poorest wives, the most contemptible mothers, 
and excel among the divorcees. 

I have said that most beauty contests are conducted for 
commercial reasons. The big newspapers are ever seeking 
new methods of increasing their circulation, of: offering to 
the people a feature not carried by their competitors. They 
offer first, second, and third prizes, not so much to ascertain 
who is the most beautiful young lady in the community, in 
the city, or in the state, but to make money for themselves. 

Proposals of marriage which come to the winners of 
these contests should not be taken seriously; on the con- 
trary, they should be rejected with utter contempt. The 
beautiful young lady, particularly if her mind is on more 
serious things as well, will have no difficulty in finding a 
good marriage partner. But Catholics should never forget 
that the Almighty Himself directs young people to the very 
ones who would make the best husbands for them, provided 
that they will pray to Him for direction and so live, in their 
youth, as to merit His interest. 

God’s Providence extends to everyone of His creatures, 
but the devil’s interest is equally universal. He is intent on 
spoiling lives, on deceiving people, on misleading them; and 
the Almighty Himself tells us that the devil has power over 
those, who, during their youth, so live as to shut out God 
from their lives. Many observing people must see, with 
careful reflection, that there is some influence destroying 
the happiness of the young through the very means by which 
they hoped to secure their happiness. Almighty God must, 
above all things, be consistent. Therefore, if He has called 
most people to the married state, He must provide the most 
suitable partner and the means of promoting mutual happi- 
ness among married people. He does this for those who 
strive to be His worthy children; but since He can get along 
eminently well without us, He usually withdraws His in- 
terest from those who walk away from Him, and will n~’ 
permit themselves to be guided by the institution here < 
earth which represents His interests and the interests of the 
people. 

Understand that the Catholic Church offers no objec- 
tion to her young people striving to be attractive and to use 
even an artificial means to be a little more attractive. But 
She is opposed to extreme measures, including the adoption 
of extreme styles in dress and undress. She is naturally 
opposed to a display of the human form through news- 
papers and magazines and all Her young people should be 
of this same mind. The body should be regarded as a 
sacred object, and especially the body of a Catholic, who, 
according to the teaching of the Bible, is a temple of the 
Holy Spirit, the dwelling place of a soul beautified by the 
Divine image. 

Modesty commands ten times more respect than vanity, 
and what is there in life that is worth more than a good 
‘name? Much more favorable comment is offered concern- 
ing the girl who wears her skirts two inches longer than the 
one who wears them two inches shorter than the prevailing 
style.

The True Church of the 
New. Testament humbly . supplicates 


‘her Divine Founder to preserve her 


from the terrible humiliations which 
were visited on the Synagogue. 

She also exhorts Her faithful chil- 

dren to imitate Her whenever in trou- 
ble; they must let their prayers and 
supplications be ever sounding in 
God’s ears. God’s mercy and pardon 
are greater signs of His Omnipotence 
than the just and severe punishments 
He ‘sent against the Jewish people. 
Here are the words of the Introit for 
today: 
“When I cried out, the Lord heard 
my complaint against them that were 
coming against me; and He that was 
before all ages, and abideth forever, 
humbled them: cast thy care upon the 
Lord and He will feed thee.” “Hear, 
O God, my prayer, and despise not my 
petition: look down upon me and hear 
me.”

(9) Mary’s mantle is blue, as an 
emblem of her great humility.

Our forefathers in the Faith often 
combined peculiar happenings with 
the feast’ of the saints. Of course 
there was no connection in fact, but 
the startling manifestations in the 
skies always attracted attention, and 
then the faithful would think of cer- 
tain saints, For instance, in mid- 
August, on or near the feast of St. 
Lawrence, there were showers of 
“falling stars.” This reminded the 
good people of the tears of affection 
which the Deacon Lawrence shed 


day that Pope waS martyred. The 
stars were. called “St.. Lawrence’s 
tears,” St. Lawrence suffered martyr- 
dom for the faith three days after 
Pope Sixtus. 

There are two very important 
things about the death of St. Law- 
rence which we should remember, 
Very few of the saints of the Church 
suffered such torments as St. Law- 
rence. The Emperor Valerian felt 
that he could stamp out the Chris- 
tians by killing all the Popes and 
Priests and spiritual leaders of the 
Church. The Emperor told Lawrence 
to bring in all the riches and jewels 
of the Church. In order to gather 
them together Valerian gave Law- 
rence three days. On the third day 
Lawrence had gathered all the maim- 
ed and diseased poor whom the 
Church had always helped. “Here are 
the riches of the Church for which 
you asked,” said Lawrence to the Em- 


peror. 

Immediately the soldiers struck 
Lawrence and his day and night of 
indescribable sufferings began. A 
stove with three iron bars on top was 
the resting place for the torn body 
of our saint. Hot coals were thrown 
under the bars and the saint’s body 
was pressed down against the heated 
bars by iron forks of the executioners. 
This took place on August 9th in the 
year 258. ” 

The other remarkable thing to re- 
member is the great act of Faith St. 
Lawrence made while on the heated 
gridiron: “I call Thee, O Lord, to wit- 
ness: when I was accused, I did not 
deny Thee; when I was questioned, I 
confessed Thee, O Christ; on the red 
hot coals I give Thee thanks.” Then 
he raised his eyes to the judge and 
said: “See, this side is well roasted; 
turn me on the other side.” ? 

Such Faith, such Fortitude, such 
love of God. Lawrence was human, 
even as you and I. He drew all his 
strength from God, his Helper. Our 
faith may never be put to such a 
test, children, but when any other 
virtue is attacked, and temptation is 
raging, we must promptly seek the 
proper help at the proper source. Our 
loyalty to God in small matters is, in 
a measure, as pleasing to God as the 
heroic martyrdom of St. Lawrence, 

On every saint’s day we should be 
moved to imitate as well as admire 
them. Christ’s Grace and His Church 
are for our salvation as well as for 
the saints who have gone before us to 
eternal happiness.
